Longpont and several adjacent strongholds, among these being 
Javage farm, the French jvar office announced today.

west of Soisson and af the same point north of the American 
position at Buasiares. It is 1 mile directly north of Courcy which 
was taken by the French yesterday. 


While the French operations in the west became increasingly

Borat has fallen before the advance of the Italian troops in Al- 
bania, official cables to the Italian embassy here report.
